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REMARKS 

Claims 1-51 are pending in the application. The Examiner has required restriction of the 
pending claims under 35 U.S.C. §§ 121 and 372 to one of the following groups: 

I. Claims 1-17, 32-44 and 47-5 1 , drawn to a method of treating, managing or 
preventing an autoimmune disorder comprising administering to a patient an 
effective amount of clofarabine; and 

II. Claims 18-31, 45 and 46, drawn to a dosage form which comprises clofarabine. 
Office Action at page 2. Applicants hereby elect to prosecute the invention of Group 11, claims 
18-31,45 and 46. 

The Examiner has further required election of a single autoimmune disorder. Applicants 
thank the Examiner for confirming that the species election requirement applies only to Group I 
claims, and not to elected Group II claims. 

Applicants respectfully request that the present remarks be made of record in the file 
history of the present application.
